1 . (Currently Amended) An outside handle device comprising: 

a hand le portion provid e d at th e outsid e of a v e hic le door; and 

a handle frame fixed to th e provided inside a vehicle doo r and supporting th e 

handle portion via an arm portion prov i ded on th e hand le port i on 

, wh e r ei n th e arm portion i s provid e d w i th an engag i ng means, the hand le 

fram e is provid e d with th e e ngag e d m e ans which d e signat e s an ass e mbling dir e ction 

of th e arm port i on by e ngaging w i th th e e ngag i ng m e ans 

a handle portion located outside the vehicle door, the handle portion 

comprising an arm portion possessing a distal end: 

the arm portion of the handle portion extending into the handle frame, with the 

distal end of the arm portion contacting the handle frame at a position about which 

the handle portion rotates when the handle portion is rotated to open the vehicle 

door: and 

first and second members provided at the arm portion of the handle portion 
and the handle frame, respectively, the first member being located at a position 
different from the distal end of the arm portion, the second member being in sliding 
engagement with the first member to define a path of extension of the handle frame . 
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2. (Currently Amended) An outside handle device according to claim 1, 
wherein the first member is one of a pin and a groove, while the second member is 
the other of the pin and the groove . 

th e engag i ng m e ans and th e e ngag e d means r e spect i v e ly correspond to a 
protrus i ons and groov e which guid e s the protrusions, and th e e ngaging m e ans and 
th e e ngag e d m e ans respectiv el y correspond to a groov e which gu i d e s th e 
protrus i ons and a protrusions. 

3. (Currently Amended) An outside handle device according to claim 1, 
wherein an electrical component is accommodated in the handle portion, a first 
connecting element is pivotably mounted on the arm portion and is electricallv 
connected to the electrical component, and a second connecting element is provided 
at the handle frame and is in electrical engagement with the first connecting element . 

4. (Currently Amended) An outside handle device according to claim 2-t 
wh e r e in an e l e ctrical compon e nt i s accommodat e d in th e handl e port i on, th e arm 
portion i s rotatably prov i d e d with a first conn e ct i ng portion e l e ctrica l ly conn e ct e d to 
th e ele ctrica l compon e nt accommodated in th e handl e portion, th e hand le fram e is 
provided w i th a s e cond conn e ct i ng portion ele ctr i ca l ly conn e ct e d to th e first 
conn e cting portion by e ngaging w i th th e first conn e cting port i on 3, wherein the first 
connecting element is at least partially surrounded by an internal surface of the arm 
portion . 
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5. (Currently Amended) An outside handle device according to claim 3, 
wherein th e first conn e cting port i on i s provid e d on th e arm portion so as to b e 
surround e d by an int e rna l surfac e of th e arm portion the electrical component is an 
antenna . 

6. (Currently Amended) An outside handle device according to claim [4] 
3, wherein the first conn e ct i ng port i on is provid e d on th e arm port i on so as to b e 
surrounded by an int e rnal surface of th e arm port i on electrical component is a sensor 
for door-unlocking operation . 

7. (Currently Amended) An outside handle device according to claim [1] 
3, wherein the hand l e port i on is fix e dly supported by th e handl e fram e electrical 
component is a door-locking switch . 

8. (Currently Amended) An outside handle device according to claim [1] 
3, wherein the hand le port i on i s movably support e d by th e hand le fram e so as to b e 
movable rolat i vo to the handl e fram e first connecting element is a connector . 

9. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 3, wherein the first 
connecting element is a connector holder. 

10. (New) An outside handle device comprising: 
a handle frame provided inside a vehicle door; 
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a handle portion located outside the vehicle door, the handle portion 
comprising an arm portion; 

at least one protrusion provided at one of the arm portion and the handle 
frame, the at least one protrusion possessing an axis; 

at least one groove provided at the other of the arm portion and the handle 

frame; 

the at least one protrusion being positioned in the at least one groove and 
sliding along the at least one groove when the handle portion is assembled to the 
handle frame; and 

the handle portion being rotatable about an axis that is spaced from the axis 
of the at least one protrusion as one end portion of the handle portion is rotated 
away from the vehicle door to open the vehicle door. 

1 1 . (New) An outside handle device according to claim 10, wherein the at 
least one protrusion comprises a pair of protrusions and the at least one groove 
comprises a pair of grooves, each of the protrusions being positioned in a respective 
one of the grooves to slide along the respective groove when the handle portion is 
assembled to the handle frame. 

12. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 10, wherein the 
axis about which the handle portion rotates is defined by contact between arm 
portion and the handle frame when the handle portion is rotated to open the vehicle 
door. 
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13. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 10, wherein an 
electrical component is accommodated in the handle portion, a first connecting 
element is mounted at the arm portion and is electrically connected to the electrical 
component, and a second connecting element is provided at the handle frame and is 
in electrical engagement with the first connecting element. 

14. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 13, wherein the 
first connecting element is at least partially surrounded by an internal surface of the 
arm portion. 

15. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 13, wherein the 
electrical component is an antenna. 

16. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 13, wherein the 
electrical component is a door-unlocking operation sensor. 

17. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 13, wherein the 
electrical component is a door-locking switch. 

18. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 13, wherein the 
first connecting element is a connector. 

19. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 13, wherein the 
first connecting element is a connector holder. 
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20. (New) An outside handle device according to claim 10, wherein said at 
least one protrusion comprises two protrusions extending away from opposite sides 
of the arm portion, and the at least one groove comprises two grooves extending 
along side wall portions of the handle frame, each of the protrusions being positioned 
in a respective one of the grooves and sliding along the respective groove when the 
handle portion is assembled to the handle frame. 
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
